W ASHINGTON WINDOW 
Cabinet Bill Wrongly Obscured 


By LYLE C. WILSON 
WASHINGTON (U P I) — It is * 
misfortune of great consequence 
that the racial dispute obscures 
other m atters on which the vot­ 
ers should be informed. 
So it is with the adm inistration 
bill now confronting the House of 
Representatives 
to 
establish 
a 
new 
Cabinet 
departm ent. 
This 
would be the Department of Ur­ 
ban Affairs and Housing (DUAH). 


If Congress approves, the man 
most likely to join the Kennedy 
Cabinet as secretary of the new 
departm ent is Dr. Robert C. W ea­ 


ver. He presently is administra­ 
tor of the Housing & Home F i­ 
nance Agency. Weaver is a Ne­ 
gro. 


Weaver’s race has become a 
factor of considerable importance 
in Congressional consideration of 
the bill. Attention is thereby di­ 
verted from other aspects of the 
proposal 
that 
are 
enormously 
more important. This is not an 
urban affairs project but a grasa 
roots 
proposition 
of 
unlimited 
scope. 


Any Town Qualifies 
F or example: The full title of 


the bill 
is for the 
purpose 
of 
establishing a departm ent of u r­ 
ban affairs and housing, and for 
other 
purposes." 
U rban 
affairs 
are city o r town affairs. 
The sponsors of this legislation 
were careful to nullify the urban 
qualifications 
of 
their 
project. 
Section 3 (d ) of the bill offered in 
the House states that: 
"For the purpose of this act, 
the term s urban affairs and u r­ 
ban communities a re intended to 
include all communities, regard­ 
less of size, whether incorporated 
o r unincorporated.” 


The minority report from the 
House Committee on Government 
Operations notes this confusion of 
term s. 
This report opposes the 
legislation. 
It 
makes 
the 
point 
that it must be presum ed that a 
couple of houses at a country 
crossroads could qualify for fed­ 
eral counsel and funds under the 
term s of the bill.

Mr. Rauh Rushes to A D A Defense 


WASHINGTON, D. C. - Since 
this story concerns me, somebody 
else could tell it better, but I have 
been urged by fellow reporters to 
do it myself—so here goes. 


i 
Earlier this month, a t the Wil­ 
lard Hotel, some of us gathered 
at the annual Washington press 
conference of Americans for De­ 
mocratic Action. Attorney Joseph 
Rauh, a svag-jaw radical w h o jj 
leidora ailent m Washington when 
Leftist causes a re being advanced 
was not presiding officer of the 
meeting, but he bore more than 
his share of com m entary, as usu­ 
al. 
His remarks, which followed a 
question of mine are to the point. 
I had asked why ADA regarded 
the Right Wing revival as auch a 
national peril when, in fact, the 
John Birch Society had only two 
of its members in Congress, Ed­ 
gar Hiestand and John Rousseiot, 
whereas the ADA had close to 40 
members in Congress and the Ad­ 
ministration. 
Nudged by a Laborite in the 
audience. Rauh took off on a dia­ 
tribe in which he expressed rejec­ 
tion and resentm ent of my impli­ 
cation that ADA is at one extreme 
of the political specmm and the 
Birch Sociey at the other. He de­ 
clared that ADA and true con­ 
servatives had much in common 
since both accepted the processes 
of Law and the Democratic Sys­ 
tem. He went on to say. in m any 
words, that any m atching of his 
group as Left and the Birchkes 
as Right was "unfair” and un­ 


warranted. During this spell. I 
w as energetically taking notes for 
future reference. 
Flagrant McCarthyism 
The next day a fellow reporter, 
Allan Cromley of the Daily O kla­ 
homan. rem arked to m e that Rauh 
had com m itted a flagrant M c­ 
Carthyism by linking the B irch 
Society with the Communists. It 
w as m ore than a week before I 
unfurled my crum pled notes. Sure 
enough, they recorded Rauh as 
saying. "The Birch Society and 
Communists are brothers." 
Rauh had taken a boastful p art 
in the smearing of Senator Joe 
McCarthy. It intrigued m e that 
such a pietist as this should con­ 
dem n a whole Society without the 
slighest proof or confrontation, as 
“ brothers” to the bloody, godless 
America-hating Communists. 
Still, my notes w ere cold. I 
m ight be wrong, although note- 
taking is every reporter’s business 
and he deserves the presum ption 
of accuracy. I telephoned the ADA 
headquarters and read th at part 
of my net ea—"The Birch Society 
an d Communists are bro th ers" 
—for verification. The lad y to 
whom I spoke said her records 
did not show any such statem ent. 
But.i n a com m endable spirit of 
tru th - seeking, she phoned Joe 
Rauh. He denied that he had said 
it. A partial secretarial transcript 
of his rem arks upheld him. 
Tape Proves Words 
However, the A m erican Broad­ 
casting Company had thoughtfully 
taped the press conference. A t my 


request, the ADA office played off 
the recording—and there it was. 
“ In a word, the Birch Society and 
the Communists are brothers." 


Well. I was glad to find that 
my reporter's hand had not be­ 
trayed me. I w as confirmed in 
the opinion that ADA is a Leftist 
cult which com m its the sam e 
atrocities that the Righists d o - 
one in the nam e of hate, one in 
the nam e of love, of American 
fundamentalism . 
To the reporters who were pres­ 
ent, and to the readers who read 
or heard the reportage, and to 
the thousands of Birch Society 
m em bers.

Salvaging Y o u n g s t e r s 


NEW Y O R K -A century ago. 
New York City had a cruel but 
positive way of dealing with its 
juvenile delinquents. Civil War 
orphans, 
children 
of 
destitute 
Irish, German and Italian immi­ 
grants. and others who got in 
ttrouble with 
the police were 
rounded 
up 
like 
wild 
beasts, 
shipped westward and virtually 
sold to fanners and ranchers in 
search of cheap labor. 
The practice so offended arch­ 
bishop 
John 
Hughes 
that 
he 
formed a board of laymen and 
ministers, including Dr. Silliman 
Ives, a form er Episcopal bishop 
of North Carolina. The board went 
under the jaw-breaking title of 
the Society for the Protection of 
Destitute Roman Catholic Chil­ 
dren in the city of New York. 
It is still going strong as Lin­ 
coln Hall, a school run by a lay 
group and taught by Christian 
Brothers. It is located on 900 
acres 
of 
r o I ling Westchester 
County farm land. There is no 
fence around it. Though each of 
the boys is "com m itted" by a 
court, there are few runaways. 
The good grub, the sports pro­ 
grams, trade schools and the ex­ 
ample of the dedicated Brothers 
combines into an almost irresisti­ 
ble magnet. 
In time, a boy sent there as 
homeless or a m enace to society 
is ready to be passed along to 
what are 
ca 11 e d 
“half-svay” 
houses, private fam ilies willing to 
take the reclaim ed boy into their 
midst and give him a little home 
life, the lack of which got him in 
his original trouble. 
Thus . . . this salute to a cen­ 
tury of service, never easy at any 
time through the ten decades vet 
always magnificently rewarding. 
It Came a Long Way 
That SAC B-52H which recent­ 
ly flew nonstop and un-rcfueled 
12.000 and m ore miles from Oki­ 
nawa to M adrid cam e a long way, 
es'en before it took off 
The B-52 was born in the minds 
of Gen. Curt Lemay. George Ken­ 
ney and a few others just 16 
years ago. It was first thought of 
as a prnpellor- driven bomber. 
They kept their dream to them ­ 
selves and the Boeing people until 
Sentember, 1947. svhen the public 
was informed that a bomber of 
that designation might one day 
become the free world’s number 
one deterrent 
By that tim e it 
could be said the B-52 would be 
jet-propelled. 
But not until March 15. 1951, 
was the money forthcoming for 
production tooling. The first flight 
was on April 15. 1952. and SAC’s 
93rd Bomb Wing. Castle AFB. 
California, got the first one. That 
was on June 29. 1955. nine and 
a half years after the birth of the 
dream 
The impact of the rem arkable 
aircraft on the public itself had 
to wait until Januarv 18. 1957. 


when three of them flew around 
the world nonstop in 45 hours and 
19 minutes—24,325 miles at 250 


mph. 
The refinements never stop in 
this business. T he"H " model of 
the B-52 has a wing spread that 
would take up nearly two thirds 
of g football field. Its tail stands 
four stories high. It weighs 488,­ 
000 pounds. It flies at 650 miles 
an hour and better than 60.000 
feet. It's lone gun. a Gatling can­ 
non. can squirt 6.000 shells (20 


M M ) per minute. It carries ECM 
electronic c o u n t e r measures 
equipment svhich can m ake it "In­ 
visible” to enem y rad ar and “de­ 
flect” on-coming anti-aircraft mis­ 
sile fire. It will soon carry four 
Skybolt solid-fuel nuclear-tipoed 
air - to - ground ballistic missiles 
built to be launched 1.000 miles 
from a target. Its bomb-bay can 
carry a vast assortm ent of addi­ 
tional A-bombs and H-bombs. 
Just one of these B-52H’s is in­ 
finitely more formidable than all 
the weapons employed in World 
War II. 
Just one!
